CITY MANAGER'S REPORTS 



A. City of Vancouver Debenture Issue 
May 18, 1979 

Council had for information a City Manager's Report dated 
May 18, 1979, in which the Director of Finance reported as follows 

"On May 17, 1979, in accordance with the authority approved by Council on May 15, 
1979, the City sold $20 million of City of Vancouver serial and sinking fund 
debentures to the underwriting syndicate headed by our fiscal agents, A. E. Ames 
& Co. Limited who in turn placed the bonds in the Canadian market. 

The debentures consisted of $10 million of one-to-ten-year serial debentures 
carrying a coupon of 10%%, sold in the market at par, and $10 million of twenty 
year sinking fund debentures carrying a 10-3/8% coupon also sold at par. The 
issue was successful . 

Proceeds of the debenture issues will be used for sewer and pollution control, 
waterworks, and streets projects, all in accordance with the approved capital 
programs of the City. 

The appropriate debenture bylaws are presented to Council this day by the Director 
of Legal Services for approval."

1. That, pending the proposed special meeting of Council, 
the City Manager be authorized, in consultation with 
involved Government officials and citizens, to take any 
necessary interim measures to control the gypsy moth 
infestation in Kitsilano.

2. Further that City Council request from the B.C. Ministry 
of Agriculture: 

a) A $5,000 matching grant, 

b) Moving the information trailer back to Kits Park, 
to act as a coordinating, information, research, 
and action headquarters . 

Council further deferred the final decision on Carbaryl 
spraying of the Kitsilano area pending a special meeting of Council 
to which relevant officials from all levels of government would be 
invited to discuss alternate methods of controlling the investation. 

Before Council for information was a City Manager's Report 
dated May 17, 1979, in which the City Manager reported the results 
of discussions held and actions planned towards control of the 
gypsy moth infestation in Kitsilano. 

The City Manager spoke to his report and reviewed it for 
Council's information. The Mayor advised that since the last 
meeting of Council he had received a delegation from the B.C. 
Fruit Growers' Association and the B.C. Federation of Agriculture. 
These groups expressed their fears of the consequences to the 
fruit industry in the Province if eradication or control of the 
gypsy moth is not effected. 

Dr. G. Fleischman, Senior Assistant Deputy Minister, Operations - 
Agriculture Canada; and Dr. Marvin Weindrob, Entymologist with the 
Department of Agriculture, answered questions from Council and 
explained the program of development of biological control methods 
currently underway at U.B.C. However, it was explained that until 
such time as the results of a field study are available it is not 
possible to fully evaluate the efficacy of biological methods in the 
control of the gypsy moth. 

Representatives of the B.C. Federation of Agriculture addressed 
Council and also answered questions.

THAT Council request the Federal Department of Agriculture 
to carry out its original program of compulsory spraying of the 
area in Kitsilano invested with the gypsy moth.

The shaking of trees by volunteers 
to dislodge the occasional insect is not a good idea. 

k) The trailer will have samples of larvae to look at and 
will help identify insects. 

Neighbourhood Housekeeping 

I] All residents will be urged not to trim trees , shrubs , 

and hedges until July 1st. 
m) Such trimmings, or wooden boards lying on the ground, 

should not be removed from yards at this time. The 

City will be asked to arrange special pick-ups of such 

material in July, for immediate burial, 
n) Grass cuttings at this time are a minimal hazard and can 

be composted or put in plastic bags for removal by 

regular garbage pickup. "

Information 



The City Manager reports as follows: 

On May 15, 1979, Council resolved: 

"THAT City Council match Environment Canada's $5,000 
allocation. 

FURTHER THAT City Council request from the B.C. Ministry 
of Agriculture: 

a) A $5,000 matching grant, 

b) Moving the information trailer back to Kits Park, 
to act as a coordinating, information, research, 
and action headquarters. 

THAT Council defer a final decision on carbaryl spraying 
of the Kitsilano area pending a special meeting of Council 
to be held on or before May 22, 1979 to which relevant 
officials from all levels of government be invited to 
discuss alternate methods of controlling the infestation. 

THAT, pending the proposed special meeting of Council, 
the City Manager be authorized, in consultation with 
involved Government officials and citizens, to take 
any necessary interim measures to control the gypsy 
moth infestation in Kitsilano." 

This is to report to that special Council meeting developments 
on the various points. 

1) The B.C. Department of Agriculture has agreed to restore 
the trailer to Kits Park, and to staff it, - to serve as 
a community information centre and to provide assistance 
with identification of the moths. 

2) The Department has also indicated that they would match 
the $5,000 contribution from Environment Canada and from 
the City, so that $15,000 is now available for miscellaneous 
expenses related to information and community action 
activities, above the existing budgets in the various 
government agencies . 

3) I have taken the Council directions as a mandate to meet 
with officials of all other agencies to discuss the present 
status and options open to us. We will try to 

carry out a program that has a reasonable chance of 
success, within the following limitations :- 

a) Total area sprayed to be kept to a minimum. 

b) No spraying of private properties without 
consent of the residents. 

c) Information given out should be objective 



and balanced. 
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In the course of these discussions, we have gained new under- , 
standings of the present status, which we would like to share ' 
with members of Council and with the public, as attached as 
an Appendix. Officials from the various agencies will be 
present to speak further tc this information, and to answer 
questions . 

4) Actions planned are as follows :- 
Information 

a) An information sheet will be distributed in the neighbour- 
hood on the latest status, indicating the trailer and a 
phone number where more advice can be obtained. 

b) The trailer will also serve a contact point for the 
Agriculture Canada field workers. Some of the six 
students in Public Health who are commencing their 
training with the City on June 1st can be made 
available to assist Canada Agriculture field workers 
for one or two weeks.
